Walters’ survey of college attend­ 
ance showed today. , 
However, he noted in his 22nd 
annual compilation of enrollment 
statistics. Freshman registration in 
five major fields of study ded ned 
two per cent from 1939 figures. This, 
he said, may forecast, a drop in 
total enrolment in coming years. 
Dr. 
Walters, president of 
the 
University of Cincinnati, makes the 
•tudy for “Fchool and Society,” a 
weekly educational magazine 
The 1940 full-time enrolment ’n 
652 approved colleges and univers:- 
ies was 883,594, he reported, while 
part-time and *umme:-session stu­ 
dents increased this to a grand 
tot a’ of 1.347,146. These were in­ 
creases of 2 7 and 1.2 per cent, re­ 
spectively, over 1939 figures. 
Attendance Bads 
‘ Many collegiate administrators," 
Dr. Walters wrote, ‘’believe that
